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Report  of  Trustees 


State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Warren,  Pa.,  Dec.  1,  1912. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  in 

Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen : — 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Warren,  Pa.,  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  their 
thirty-first  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1912,  together  with  the  official  report  of  the  Superintendent 
and  officers,  containing  detailed  statements  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Hospital  is  in  very  good  condition,  both  in  respect 
to  the  medical  and  executive  service. 

Much  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year, 
and  all  buildings  for  which  appropriations  were  made  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  have  been  completed,  and 
are  now  occupied,  except  one  barn  building  which  is  in  pro- 
cess of  erection  and  will  be  finished  in  the  early  spring. 

The  farm  lands  connected  with  the  Institution  have 
produced  crops  of  an  excellent  quality,  and  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  Hospital,  enabling  the 
farmer  to  produce  from  his  herd  of  cows  a quantity  of  milk 
far  in  excess  of  any  previous  year. 

The  stock  upon  the  farm,  consisting  of  thoroughbred 
Holstein  cattle,  and  grades  of  a high  class,  have  proven 
most  satisfactory  in  supplying  milk  for  the  patients  of  the 
Hospital.  All  of  the  cows  have  been  produced  and  raised 
upon  the  farm,  a course  which  has  been  adopted  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  tubercular  troubles  among  the  cat- 
tle, which  is  believed  to  be  preferable  to  purchasing  cows 
in  the  country  markets. 
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The  money  appropriated  to  make  the  necessary  changes 
and  equipment  in  the  laboratory  building  has  been  carefully 
expended,  and  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  superintend- 
ent, has  greatly  improved  the  building. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  number  of  patients  at  the 
Hospital  and  the  change  of  methods  of  caring  for  them,  it 
became  necesary  to  employ  an  increased  number  of  phy- 
sicians. We  are,  however,  convinced  that  in  every  instance 
the  additional  medical  help  was  necesary  for  the  proper 
treatment  of  the  patients.  The  Hospital  is  receiving  great 
benefit  on  account  of  the  many  and  important  changes  which 
have  been  introduced  by  the  Superintendent,  Harry  W. 
Mitchell,  M.  D.,  since  he  took  charge  of  the  Hospital  on  the 
first  of  March,  1912.  A most  earnest  desire  has  been 
shown  by  him  to  make  the  treatment  given  to  the  patients 
at  the  Hospital  the  very  best  known  to  modern  medical 
science  and  we  refer  your  Honorable  Board,  in  that  connec- 
tion, to  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  will 
afford  full  information  as  to  the  treatments  given. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  employment  cannot  be  fur- 
nished for  all  patients  who  are  mentally  and  physically 
able  to  perform  work  of  some  kind  in  the  open  air,  or  in 
properly  ventilated  rooms  or  shops,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future  a sufficient  amount  of  money  can 
be  appropriated  to  allow  the  Institution  at  Warren,  as  well 
as  all  other  State  Institutions,  to  erect  buildings  for  indus- 
trial development  of  sufficient  capacity  and  design  to  give 
employment  to  all  such  patients.  At  this  time,  when  high 
prices  are  prevailing  everywhere,  it  would  seem  absolutely 
necessary  to  introduce  a system  of  manufacturing  every- 
thing which  can  be  produced  and  used  in  the  Hospital,  and 
the  money  which  would  be  expended  for  that  purpose  would 
be  put  to  the  best  possible  use,  and  such  employment  would 
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be  a great  and  thereapeutic  agent  toward  the  restoration 
of  the  patient’s  mind. 

During  the  past  year  the  management  has  met  with 
obstacles  in  connection  with  obtaining  fuel,  which  has  large- 
ly increased  the  expense  of  the  Institution.  During  the 
years  which  have  passed  natural  gas  was  obtained  at  a rea- 
sonable price.  During  the  past  two  years,  however,  the 
Hospital  has  ben  deprived  of  the  use  of  natural  gas  and  was 
obliged  to  resort  to  the  use  of  crude  oil  and  coal,  without 
proper  and  economic  conveniences,  for  want  of  a power 
plant.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  an  appropriation  will  be  made  to  allow  the  build- 
ing of  a suitable  power  plant  which  will  correct  the  condit- 
ions and  bring  about  such  improvements  as  will  save  to  the 
Institution,  after  its  completion,  at  least  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  each  year. 

If  such  improvements  can  be  brought  about  during 
the  next  two  years,  it  is  believed  that  the  Institution  will 
be  fully  equipped  and  running  on  most  economic  lines. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  the  Board  is  obliged  to  re- 
port to  you  the  death,  during  the  past  year,  of  two  of  our 
old  and  most  respected  members.  Mr.  John  F.  Brown,  of 
Clarion,  Pa.,  who  had  been  a member  of  the  Board  for  the 
past  eleven  years,  and  who  had  proven  himself  to  be  able, 
careful,  and  painstaking  Trustee,  who  suddenly  removed 
by  death  from  among  us,  on  March  5th,  1912 ; and  on  Aug- 
ust 5th,  1912  Mr.  S.  W.  Waters,  our  former  Secretary,  who 
had  been  associated  with  the  Board  for  about  seventeen 
years  was  also  suddenly  removed  from  us. 

By  the  death  of  the  two  gentlemen  named  we  have  suf- 
fered great  loss,  as  their  long  experience  in  connection  with 
the  management  of  the  Hospital  had  made  them  very  ef- 
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ficient,  and  their  advice  in  consultation  with  the  Trustees 
will  be  greatly  missed.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, Warren,  Pennsylvania. 


Gentlemen : 

The  thirty-first  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1912,  is  herewith  pre- 
sented. 

The  year  began  with  1474  patients,  of  this  number  56 
were  on  parole.  During  the  year  374  patients  were  admit- 
ted to  the  Hospital,  and  328  were  discharged,  leaving,  Nov- 
ember 30th,  1912,  1520  patients  of  whom  58  are  on  parole 
in  the  custody  of  friends.  The  average  daily  population 
was  1455. 

Of  the  admissions  19  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth,  and 
70  per  cent,  were  born  in  this  state.  There  were  261  com- 
mitments from  the  Warren  Hospital  district.  The  remain- 
der came,  largely  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  from 
counties  outside  the  Hospital  district  before  the  increasing 
frequency  of  such  commitments  necessitated  the  refusal  of 
indigent  patients  from  the  counties  outside  in  order  to  pre- 
vent unhygienic  overcrowding. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  6 voluntary  admis- 
sions, 4 insane  criminals  have  been  committed  by  the  eourts 
and  14  “Habit  Cases”  have  been  received.  It  is  to  be  hoped

that  the  opening  of  the  hospital  for  the  criminal  insane  will 
terminate  the  custom  of  sending  insane  criminals  to  any  of 
the  other  state  hospitals,  where  their  presence  is  a source 
of  danger  and  an  undeserved  affront  to  other  patients.  The 
so-called  “Habit  Cases”  are  also  improper  cases  for  insane 
hospital  custody.  The  non-insane  inebriate  is  not  properly 
treated  by  such  commitment  and  his  presence  in  the  hos- 
pital reacts  unfavorably  upon  the  legitimate  inmates.  The 
solution  of  the  problems  of  reforming  drunkards  and  of  car- 
ing for  the  insane  should  never  be  attempted  under  one  roof 
as  both  classes  suffer  by  such  relation. 


Of  the  328  patients  discharged,  82  were  considered 
“restored.”  No  higher  recovery  rate  can  be  expected  from 
the  cases  of  mental  diseases  usually  treated  at  the  state  hos 
pitals.  If  freedom  from  any  residual  defect  in  permanen- 
cy of  the  restoration  were  criteria  employed  in  determining 
the  result,  the  rate  would  be  much  lower.  From  present 
knowledge  it  is  plainly  evident  that  any  marked  decrease  of 
insanity  must  follow  preventive  rather  than  therapeutic 
measures. 


With  few  exceptions  the  150  deaths  were  the  results 
of  age  and  chronic  illness.  There  have  been  no  epidemics 
of  infectious  disease  during  the  year.  Following  the  oc- 
curence of  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  spring  all  pat- 
ients under  50  years  of  age  and  many  employees  were  given 
vaccine  treatment.  Several  months  later  one  patient  and 
one  employee  developed  the  disease.  Neither  had  been  im- 
munized. 900  persons  were  immunized.  Agglutination 
tests  were  made  in  every  case  immediately  before  the  first 
ten  days  after  the  last  inoculation.  Bactericidal  tests  of 
the  blood  serum  were  made  in  20  cases.  The  organism 
used  was  the  same  as  that  used  to  immunize  the  army  and 
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its  immunizing  properties  had  been  thoroughly  established. 
Mr.  Ellis  Winters,  second  year  medical  student,  assisted  Dr. 
Weston  in  this  work. 

Last  winter  one  female  patient  committed  suicide  by 
hanging.  There  had  been  no  previous  evidence  of  depress- 
ion or  suicidal  tendency. 

In  spite  of  rigorous  precautions  to  prevent  any  act  of 
violence  on  his  part,  one  insane  convict  inflicted  injuries 
upon  another  patient  of  the  same  class,  which  resulted  fa- 
tally. The  coroner‘s  jury  decided  that  the  act  could  not 
have  been  prevented,  but  criticised  the  custom  of  sending 
the  criminal  insane  to  state  hospitals  not  specially  equip- 
ped for  their  care.  There  has  been  no  unusual  number  of 
minor  accidents  and  injuries,  incident  to  the  year’s  opera- 
tion of  a large  hospital. 

In  order  that  the  medical  work  may  be  extended  it  was 
decided  to  increase  the  medical  staff  and  the  favorable  re- 
sults from  this  action  are  even  now  apparent.  With  our 
present  number  it  is  possible  to  give  patients  more  individ- 
ual study  and  attention,  and  to  develop  a better  system  of 
case  records  than  was  formerly  possible  with  the  smaller 
number.  Staff  meetings  have  been  started  at  which  all 
new  patients  are  presented  for  study  and  diagnosis.  Sim- 
ilarly all  patients  are  presented,  when  the  question  of  dis- 
charge arises,  for  joint  opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of 
such  course  and  for  giving  proper  advice  to  friends  con- 
cerning the  after-care  of  the  patients.  Post-mortem  stud- 
es  are  carried  out  completely  in  all  cases  where  permission 
ror  examination  can  be  secured.  Meetings  are  held,  at  in- 
tervals, where  abstracts  of  current  medical  literature  ale 
■ resented  in  turn  by  the  different  physicians  and  an  effort' 
is  being  made  to  arouse  a medical  interest  and  activity 
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commensurate  with  the  duties  and  opportunities  of  insane 
hospital  service. 

During  the  year  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  lab- 
oratory building.  The  lower  floor  has  been  divided  so  as  to 
make  an  animal  room,  a museum,  a stock  room  and  an  au 
topsy  room.  A compartment  ice  box  having  a capacity 
of  six  bodies  has  been  installed  as  well  as  a modern  stone 
autopsy  table. 

The  testing  of  disinfectants,  performance  of  the  Was- 
sermann  reaction  and  examination  of  water,  milk,  urine, 
feces,  etc.,  have  been  carried  on  routinely  as  during  the 
previous  year. 

The  pharmacist  has  made  regular  examinations  of  the 
foods  for  their  purity  and  for  the  presence  of  adulterants. 
No  adulterated  or  misbranded  foods  have  been  detected. 

The  number  of  autopsies  has  increased  from  fifteen  for 
the  previous  to  fifty-seven  for  the  past  year.  Of  these, 
forty-six  were  performed  during  the  past  six  months. 

Recently  a technician  has  been  added  to  the  laboratory 
force.

Gradually  during  the  spring,  mechanical  restraint  was 
abolished  excepting  in  the  case  of  one  murderous  insane 
convict  for  whom  we  have  no  room  sufficiently  strong  in 
the  building.  As  was  to  be  expected,  the  non-restraint 
method  has  resulted  in  a great  decrease  of  conflicts  and 
disturbances  on  the  wards  for  disturbed  patients.  The  use 
of  sedative  or  hypnotic  drugs  has  practically  been  abol- 
ished. 

Hydrotherapy  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in 
the  treatment  of  patients.  In  the  douche  rooms  and  wards 
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50,000  treatments  have  been  given  during  the  year  to  about 
400  different  patients.  Miss  Harriet  H.  Baird  continues  to 
give  training-school  instruction  in  massage,  medical  gym- 
nastics and  hydrotherapy.  Two  of  the  graduate  nurses, 
within  the  year,  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  hydrothe- 
rapeutic  work  in  Pittsburgh  hospitals. 

Aside  from  economic  reasons,  the  employment  of  pa- 
tients must  be  considered  as  a therapeutic  agent.  The  op- 
portunities furnished  for  employment  on  the  farm  and 
grounds  and  in  various  departments  provides  for  only  a 
small  proportion  of  patients,  even  in  the  summer  months. 
For  a large  number  idleness  and  irksome  confinement  re- 
sult unless  especial  attention  is  given  to  industrial  devel- 
opment. Fortunately  in  the  Eckert  building  there  is  a 
provision  for  arts  and  crafts  work  where  114  different  wo- 
men patients  have  found  pleasurable  employment  under 
the  instruction  of  Mrs.  A.  L.  Long.  Within  the  past  few 
months  a successful  effort  has  been  made  by  Grace  Helen 
Kent,  Ph.D.,  to  engage  in  useful,  productive  work  many  of 
the  more  disorderly,  back  ward  patients  for  whom  little  is 
usually  done  in  the  matter  of  employment.  None  but  back 
ward  patients  were  eligible  for  this  class.  For  six  months 
the  average  number  thus  employed  has  been  27  and  nearly 
100  patients  have  had  the  advantage  of  special  effort  to  em- 
ploy them  with  rational  occupation.  The  individual  im- 
provement following  in  many  cases  justifies  the  extension 
of  this  work  which  is  of  economic  value  to  the  hospital. 
Similar  efforts  should  be  made  to  furnish  occupation  for 
the  men. 

Weekly  picnics  attended  by  an  average  of  300  patients 
during  the  summer  season  have  been  the  most  appreciated 
form  of  general  entertainment.  But  in  diversions  as  in 
occupation,  special  methods  adapted  for  this  class  of  pat- 
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ients  need  to  be  developed,  principally  because  of  their  the- 
rapeutic value. 

Joseph  T.  Danforth,  D.  D.  S.,  is  employed  by  the  Hos- 
pital to  give  a portion  of  his  time  weekly  to  the  dental  needs 
of  indigent  patients.  Nearly  a thousand  of  the  various 
dental  operations  have  been  performed  for  this  class  of  pa- 
tients alone. 


The  interests  of  the  training-school  have  been  placed 
in  charge  of  Mrs.  Amy  F.  MacLaren,  a graduate  of  the  But- 
ler Hospital,  Providence,  R.  I,  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
whose  work  at  that  Hospital  was  supplemented  by  post- 
graduate work  at  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  New  York 
City. 


The  following  nurses  completed  the  course  last  spring:

The  farm  and  garden  have  made  an  excellent  showing 
during  the  past  season,  the  large  increase  in  the  milk  sup- 
ply being  the  most  valued  increase  in  farm  products. 

The  Hospital  year  closes  with  a small  deficit,  somewhat 
less  than  last  year.  Prices  of  fuel,  food  and  clothing  are 
constantly  rising.  Labor  is  also  more  expensive  and  un- 
less there  is  a proportionate  increase  in  our  revenue  from 
the  state  for  indigent  patients  must  suffer.  Much  money  not 
now  available  from  maintenance  income  would  be  required 
to  do  the  ordinary  repairs  now  needed  about  the  Hospital 
and  for  equipment,  particularly  for  ward  furnishings  which 
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need  extensive  additions.  We  are  without  funds  for  these 
purchases,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  make  request  for  increased 
revenue  to  meet  present  conditions. 

The  appropriations  obtained  from  the  last  Legislature 
have  been  used  for  the  purposes  specified.  In  some  in 
stances  the  work  is  not  finished,  notably  the  sewage  dispos- 
al plant,  which  is  only  half  completed  at  time  of  writing. 
The  barn  will  be  erected  in  the  spring,  upon  foundations 
prepared  this  fall. 

In  our  list  of  Legislative  requirements  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Charities  for  the  coming  year  the 
most  important  item  is  for  the  erection  of  a new  power 
plant  that  will  enable  us  to  terminate  the  present  wasteful 
and  inadequate  methods  which  we  are  now  forced  to  follow. 
The  present  requirements  are  much  greater  than  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  original  plant  and  chimney.  Economy  and 
satisfactory  service  are  impossible  without  a new  power 
plant. 

The  next  largest  item  will  be  for  new  plumbing  and 
renovation  of  bath-rooms  and  dining-rooms  throughout  the 
Hospital.  The  present  conditions  are  unsanitary  and 
much  damage  to  the  building  is  resulting  from  defective 
bath-room  floors.  In  the  interests  of  hygiene  and  preser- 
vation of  the  buildings  this  request  is  imperatively  needed. 


Our  other  requests  are  for  relatively  small  sums  re- 
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quired  to  perfect  our  service  and  to  provide  room  in  the  ad- 
ministration building, which  is  inadequate  for  present  needs 

Careful  and  detailed  estimates  have  been  prepared  of 
the  cost  of  the  various  items.

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ities  for  valuable  help  and  to  acknowledge  the  support  and 
consideration  given  by  your  Board  during  the  short  time  I 
have  been  in  charge  of  the  hospital  administration.

that  no  part  of  maintenance  of  insane  criminals  in  custody  be  charg- 
ed to  the  State,  but  that  the  same  should  be  charged  to  counties; 
also  recommended  that  telephone  system  be  extended  to  the  Eddy 
Farm.  Doctor  Guth  unanimously  re-elected  superintendent. 

Sept.  17th.  Report  of  superintendent  announces  that  “cases  of 
typhoid  fever  continue  to  occur;”  twenty-five  cases  since  the  later 
part  of  April,  and  correspondence  thereon  with  Doctor  Dixon,  Corn- 
miss  oner  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  also  that  South  Annex  was 
opened  August  26,  1909,  and  occupied  with  100  women  patients. 

Dec.  17th.  113  typhoid  cases  reported,  also  that  new  water  system 

is  in  operation.  Recommendation  of  superintendent  for  establish- 
ment of  small  surgery  adopted. 

1910.  March  4th.  E.  A.  Phillips  employed  as  architect  for  Men’s 
Employes’  Building  and  Men’s  Convalescent  Building  and  contract 
awarded  therefor  to  William  Hanley  fo”  $59,600.00.  Resolution  by 
Stone  adopted  that  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  investigate,  ascer- 
tain and  determine  cases  of  alleged  indigency  and  extend  charity  in 
any  measure  on  such  account,  but  can  only  be  governed  by  the  de- 
termination of  the  authorities  of  the  respective  Poor  Districts  charged 
by  law  with  the  duty  of  determining  indigency,  and  that  so  long  as 
the  law  provides  that  in  cases  of  indigency  a certain  proportion  shall 
be  paid  by  the  State  and  the  remainder  by  the  proper  county  or  poor 
district,  the  Superintendent  can  apportion  the  charges  in  no  other 
way;  further  resolved,  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  devise  a 
place  for  the  reception  isolation  and  treatment  of  all  infected  cases. 
Steward  authorized  to  purchase  an  electric  car  for  the  use  of  the 
Hospital.  Flood  presented  elaborate  report  on  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
recommending  vaccination  and  certain  sanitary  precautions.  Adopted. 

June  17th.  Superintendent  reports  that  vaccination  against  ty- 
phoid does  not  appear  to  be  in  use  excepting  by  army  surgeons  and 
in  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  further  renorts  the  vac- 
cination of  117  nersons  in  this  hospital,  including  members  of  medi- 
cal staff,  supervisors,  nurses  and  employes,  and  describes  the  symp- 
toms and  effect.  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  candi- 
dates for  the  office  of  superintendent. 

July  8th.  On  report  of  committee  Dr.  W.  W.  Hawke  elected  super- 
intendent. Resolution  adopted  that  Dr.  Guth  be  employed  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  medical  staff  and  be  given  leave  of  absence  for  six  months.

Admission  of  Patients 


1 The  admission  of  patients  is  governed  by  law,  and  the  atten- 
tion of  applicants  is  directed  to  the  following  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1883,  to-wit: 

“No  person  shall  be  received  as  a patient  for  treatment  or  for 
detenton  into  any  house  or  place  where  more  than  one  person  is  de- 
tained for  compensation,  without  a certificate  signed  by  at  least  two 
physicians,  residents  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  been  actually 
in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  at  least  five  years,  both  of  whom  shall 
certify  that  they  have  examined  separately  the  person  alleged  to  be 
insane,  and  after  such  an  examination  had  do  verily  believe  the  per- 
son is  insane,  and  that  the  disease  is  of  a character,  which,  in  their 
opinion,  requires  that  the  person  should  be  placed  in  a Hosp  tal  or 
other  establishment  where  the  insane  are  detained  for  care  and  treat- 
ment and  that  they  are  not  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to  the  person 
alleged  to  be  insane,  nor  in  any  way  connected  as  a medical  attendant 
or  otherwise  with  the  Hospital  or  other  establishment  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  place  such  person.” 

The  certificate  above  prov  ded  for  shall  be  made  within  one  week 
of  the  examination  of  the  patient  and  within  two  weeks  of  the  time 
of  admission  of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  be- 
fore a judge  or  magistrate  of  this  Commonwealth  and  the  county 
where  such  person  has  been  examined,  who  shall  certify  to  the  gen- 
uineness of  the  signatures,  and  to  the  standing  and  good  repute  of 
the  signers,  and  any  person  falsely  certifying  as  aforesa  d shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  also  liable,  civilly,  to  the  party  ag- 
grieved. 

No  person  alleged  to  be  insane  shall  be  received  into  any  house 
for  treatment  or  detention  unless  at  the  time  of  such  reception  the 
person  or  persons  at  whose  instance  the  person  is  received  shall  by 
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writing  signed,  state  that  the  person  is  being  removed  and  is  to  be  re- 
tained at  his  or  her  request  under  belief  that  such  detention  is  nec- 
essary and  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  person. 

There  shall  also  be  delivered  to  the  person  or  persons  having 
supervision  or  charge  of  the  house  a written  statement  of  the  follow- 
ing facts  relative  to  the  person  to  be  detained,  signed  by  the  person 
or  persons  at  whose  instance  the  insane  person  is  being  removed  and 
detained,  or  if  the  facts  be  not  known  it  shall  be  so  stated: 

(1)  The  name. 

(2)  Age. 

(3)  Residence  for  the  past  year,  or  for  such  thereof  as  is 

known. 

(4)  Occupation,  trade  or  employment. 

(5)  Parents,  if  living. 

(6)  Husband  or  wife. 

(7)  Children. 

(8)  Brothers  and  sisters,  and  the  residence  of  each  of 
these  persons. 

(9)  If  not  more  than  one  of  these  classes  is  known,  the 
names  and  residence  of  such  of  the  next  degree  of  relat  ves  that  are 
known. 


(10)  A statement  of  the  time  at  wh'ch  the  insanity  has 
been  supposed  to  exist,  and  the  circumstances  that  induce  the  belief 
that  insanity  exists. 

(11)  Name  and  address  of  all  medical  attendants  of  the  pa- 
tient during  the  last  two  years. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of 
any  Court,  Justice,  Judge,  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  a county,  or  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  a township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or 
warrant,  or  a copy  thereof,  by  wh’ch  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  All  insane  persons,  residing  in  the  district,  who  apply  for  ad- 
mission with  proper  papers,  and  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  their  ex- 
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penses  shall  be  admitted  and  furnished  accommodations.  Payment 
of  board  for  thirteen  weeks  in  advance  shall  be  made  for  such  pat  ent 
when  brought  to  the  Hospital. 

4.  Each  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

5.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new 
shirts,  a new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong 
woolen  cloth,  three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a black  stock  or  cravat,  a 
good  hat  or  cap,  a pair  of  new  shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a com- 
fortable outs  de  garment. 

6.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quality  of  under- 
garments, shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a flannel  petticoat,  two 
good  dresses,  also  a coat  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case  the  pa- 
tient is  so  much  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other 
clothing  that  can  be  kept  on  that  is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient 
quantities,  w th  a change  thereof,  may  be  substituted. 

7.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be 
sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved, 
and  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self- 
respect  may  be  preserved.  In  all  cases  the  patients’  best  clothing- 
should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  only  used  when  it  is 
deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned.  Jewelry  and 
all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives  and  like  pronerty,  should  be 
left  at  home. 

8.  A written  history  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if 
possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  patient  should  accompany  him 
or  her  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute  but  often  essent  al  partic- 
ulars may  be  learned. 

9.  The  price  of  boarding,  including  washing,  mending  and  atten- 
tion for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  counties  and 
townships,  will  be  the  amount  required  by  law.  For  private  patients 
hereafter  admitted,  the  price  of  board,  attendance  and  treatment  will 
vary  from  five  dollars  a week  upwards,  according  to  expense  incurred. 
For  patients  sent  by  the  public  authorities,  payment  will  be  required 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  private  patients,  one  quarterly  payment  for 
board  and  expense  must  be  made  in  advance  and  a bond  given  with 
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approved  security  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  future  quarterly 
installments  in  like  manner  and  also  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
when  discharged,  which  bond  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  such  quarterly  pay- 
ment in  advance  and  the  accompanying  bond  as  aforesaid,  the  patient 
shall  not  be  received  into  the  Hospial,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  see  that  the  collection  of  said  bonds,  according  to  their 
condition,  is  strictly  enforced. 

11.  In  case  of  death,  the  parties  responsible  for  the  expenses  of 
the  patient  will  be  notified  by  letter  or  telegraph,  and  if  no  response 
is  received  the  patient  will  be  cared  for  as  the  law  directs. 

ANATOMICAL  LAW  ENACTED  JUNE  13,  1883 

Sec.  2.  All  public  officers,  agents  and  servants,  and  all  officers, 
agents  and  servants  of  any  and  every  county,  city,  township,  borough 
district  and  other  munic'pality  and  of  any  and  every  almshouse,  pris- 
on, morgue,  hospital,  or  other  public  institution  having  charge  or  con- 
trol over  dead  human  bodies  required  to  be  buried  at  the  public  ex- 
pense, are  hereby  required  to  notify  the  said  board  of  distribution,  or 
such  person  or  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by 
said  board,  or  its  duly  authorized  officer,  or  agent,  whenever  any  such 
body  or  bodies  come  into  his  or  their  possession,  charge  or  control, 
and  shall,  without  fee  or  reward,  deliver  such  body  or  bodies,  and  per- 
mit and  suffer  the  said  board  and  its  agents,  and  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  from  time  to  time  designated  by  them,  who  may  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  take  and  remove  all  such  bodies  to 
be  used  within  this  state  for  the  advancement  of  medical  science;  but 
no  such  notice  need  be  given,  nor  shall  any  such  body  be  delivered  if 
any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfying  the  authorities  in  charge  of 
said  body  that  he  or  she  is  of  kindred  or  ’s  related  by  marriage  to  the 
deceased,  shall  claim  the  said  body  for  burial,  but  it  shall  be  surren- 
dered for  interment,  nor  shall  the  notice  be  given  or  body  be  delivered 
if  such  deceased  person  was  a traveller  who  died  suddenly,  in  which 
case  the  said  body  shall  be  buried.” 

“Persons  voluntarily  placing  themselves”  :n  the  Hospital,  “and 
who  may  be  suffering  from  nervous  diseases,  threatening  mental  dis- 
order, may”  (under  the  Act  of  May  10,  1893),  “be  reecived  for  a per- 
iod of  one  month  or  less,  by  an  agreement  which  shall  also  specify 
the  time,  signed  by  them  at  the  time  of  admission,  and  they  may  re- 
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new  said  agreement  at  the  end  of  one  month,  but  no  agreement  shall 
be  deemed  to  authorize  their  remaining  unless  s gned  in  the  presence 
of  some  adult  person  attending  as  a friend  of  the  person  applying  in 
the  presence  of  and  also  by  the  medical  attendant.”

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

A training  course  is  open  to  all  women  and  by  spec  al  arrange- 
ment to  qualified  men.  The  course  of  instruction,  which  covers  a per- 
iod of  two  years,  consists  of  recitations  from  text  books,  demonstra- 
tions by  the  Superintendent  of  nurses  and  others,  lectures  and  in- 
struction by  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff. 

Nurses  and  attendants  are  allowed  two  weeks’  annual  vacation, 
with  pay,  f service  is  continuous.  Extra  pay  is  not  granted  if  the 
vacation  is  not  taken.  Written  notice  of  intention  to  leave  the  ser- 
vice is  required  two  weeks  before  departure.  All  employees  are  ex- 
pected to  serve  one  month  on  probation,  at  regular  pay,  before  ob- 
taining a permanent  position. 

Women  nurses  receive  $20.00  monthly  for  the  first  year;  $23.00 
monthly  during  the  second  year.  Upon  graduation  from  the  train  ng 
school  the  pay  is  raised  to  $28.00  monthly  and  further  increases  can 
be  expected  dependent  upon  character  of  service  and  length  of  em- 
ployment. 

Male  attendants  receive  $24.00  monthly  for  the  first  six  months, 
with  a raise  of  $2.00  for  each  six  months’  continuous  and  satisfactory 
service  until  the  rate  of  $32.00  is  reached.  Further  ncreases  can  be 
expected,  dependent  unon  length  and  character  of  service. 

Nursing  among  the  insane  requires,  besides  the  fundamental 
qualities  of  honesty,  trustworthiness,  temperance  and  diligence,  the 
special  qualities  of  patience,  good  temper  and  sympathy.  Those  who 
lack  these  traits  would  better  not  apply  for  positions,  for  they  w 11 
not  succeed  in  the  work.
